London, April 29.—French, occupation 


of the Uuhr district of Germany, Hap- 
peai s, will not begin as soon as was 
expected early this week. Details of the 
plans formulated by Marshal Foch and 
his subordinates 
will be discussed to- 


cussed tomorrow by the supreme allied 
council, but it appeared probable here 
today that the march into Germany's 
i idlest coal and industrial 
region, if 


ordered, would not be initiated until late 
next week. 
Germany's reparations proposals will 


not be formally 
discussed at Satur- 
day's meeting of the supreme council, 
it was indicated here today. Premier 
Briand, reinforced in his opposition to 
the acceptability of the German terms 
by a vote of confidence in the cham- 
ber of deputies and the sentiment of 
France, had an engagement to confer 
with Prime Minister Lloyd George im- 
mediately after his arrival 
here 
from 


Paris, and it .seemed probable an in- 
formal meeting: of allied representatives 
might be held during the day. 
Advices from Berlin have reflected 


a readiness on the part of the German 
government in making new proposals 
in place of those sent to Washington 
for possible dispatch to the allies. The 
framing of these ne wterms was said to 
be, conditioned upon suggestions to that 
effect being 
received in Berlin 
from 


Washington, but nothing to indicate a 
decision along these lines by the Unit- 
«•<.! States government had. so far as 
known, reached London this morning. 
It was not improbabble, it was asserted 
that 
the Fehrcnbach administration

Huhr district by the French. 


As matters stood today, the subjects 


to be considered at tomorrow's meeting 
will be details of the proposed occupa-

in the hands of the allied chiefs but 
has not been made public. France. Bel- 
gium and Great Britain seemed to be 
united in opposition to acceptance of 
the German proposals as a basis of dis- 
cussions or new negotiations.

DEADLOCK HALTS 


BRITISH PARLEYS 


Rejection By Miners of Gov- 


ernment's 
Temporary 


Subsidy Plan Stops Nego- 
tiations For Settlement. 


London, April' 29.—Negotiations for 
the settlement of the coal strike having 
become deadlocked through the rejection, 
yesterday Of the governments temporary 
subsidy offer by the representatives of 
the miners, the three parties to the dis- 
pute, the miners, the owners and the 
government have once more returned 
to their respective camps to consider 
who should make the next attempt to 
negotiate a settlement and what form 
that move should take. 
The members of- the miners executive 


board scattered to the coal fields this 
morning apparently without expectation 
of any early adjustment of the difficulty. 


"The next business will be in the dis- 
tricts," said one of the leaders, while 
another told an Interviewer: 


"The stoppage may continue for an- 
other month." 


Meanwhile, the demand for settlement 


of the dispute is spreading among sec- 
tions of the populace not directly in- 
volved and really indifferent to the is- 
sues at stake. Fortunately the contin- 
ued summer like weather is minimizing 
the physical inconvenience of the coal 
scarcity, but the 
public—seeing 
the 
theaters darkened owing to slack busi- 
ness, the railways and street cars run- 
ning on skeletonized schedules, and the 
lighting services cut to the minimum— 
is becoming apprehensive. 
It is not expected however, that any 
new move will be made toward a settle- 
ment until next week as the spokesman 
for the miners will not be available for 
consultations until they have" finished 
their task of feeling out the attitude of 
the rank and file of the workers.

riding the governor's first veto message 
to the senate, promised today to contin- 
ue throughout the 
remainder of the 


Senator Joseph Rowe, leader of the 


Cuyahoga county delegation, was said 
to be circulating a "round robin" among, 
senators asking the governor to get be- 
hind the Culbert liability bill, amending 
the workmen's 
compensation 
law to 


permit employers to reinsure risks in 
liability companies and thus carry Out 
an alleged pre-election pledge. Backers 
of the Culbert bill were charging that 
the governor had failed to keep a prom- 
ise made before his election to secure 
this amendment. The governor's open 
espousal of the 
Schrimper 
minimum 


wage bill and his demand of senators 
that they support this bill in preference 
to a substitute measure recommended 
by the committee on manufacture and 
commerce, caused the revolt in the sen- 
ate. It was opened with, a charge made 
on the floor of the senate yesterday by 
Senator Charles Brand of Champaign 
county, that the governor had agreed 
to "take the teeth out of the Schrimp- 
er bill" by amendments and later caused 
Brand to be attacked in the newspapers 
for not supporting the original Scrimper 
bill. This charge the governor denied. 
He said Iva consented to amendments 
to the Schrimper bill only on condition 
that women backing the minimum wage 
proposal would agree to them and if 
they refuged to accept the amendments, 
he would still insist on passage of the 
Schrimper bill. 


The governor charged that the attack 
made 
upon 
him by Brand 
was 


"prompted by a few others connected 
with the senate who had been doing 
everything in their power to embarrass 
my administration and me as governor." 
"It is a case of cheap politics," the 


governor declared, "and is designed to 
defeat the Schrimper bill." 


By a vote of 29 to S, the senate re- 


fused to accept the Schrimper bill and 
accepted the committee's substitute bill 
which advocates of minimum wages for 
women denounce and say they will not 
accept. 


Even if the senate should pass the 


substitute 
bill, which is not expected 


now, the house would refuse to pass it. 
The probable result is that no minimum 
wage legislation will be passed at this 
session. 


Following the repudiation of the gov- 
ernor's stand on minimum wage legis- 
lation, the senate last night, over the 
governor's veto passed the Chappelear 
bill, a measure to provide state aid for 
maintenance of bridges in municipali- 
ties where they are on inter-county 
highways or main market roads. Only 
three votes, those of Senators Bellow of 
Cincinnati, Lefever 
of Athens and 


Sparks of Dayton were for sustaining 
the governor. 


If the strained relations between the 


governor and the senate continue, it is 
said, it may seriously interfere with the 
governor's reorganization plans unless 
the senate adjourns sine 
die. All ap- 


pointmets in the governor's cabinet are 
subject to confirmation by the senate 
and this said to be one reason for the 
senate's reluctance to the sine die ad- 
journment. If the assembly stands re- 
cessed, it might return and the senate- 
refuse to confirm his appointments.

Of the nine who art 
free, six are 


looked on as chief instigators of the 
anti-war activities. 
Three of these six. 
are believed to be holding "cabinet" po- 
sitions in the Russian Soviet govern- 
ent and three are believed to be In thia 
country. Two of the remaining three 
who have not surredered are expected 
to give up within a few days. The oth- 
er, not Considered by the government 
to be of much importance, is looked on 
as "permanently missing." 


The six: Haywood, Lossief Rothfiser, 
Audrey tchine, 
Jakkola and Laukka, 
were the men who actually organized 
I. W. W. anti-war activities, according 
to Charles F, Clyne, district attorney.

STOLEN BYBfcNDIK 


Bayonne, N. J., April 29.—Matthew 


Lyons, baggage master on the Jersey 
Central Railroad here was shot and

mail, one of which contained register- 
ed mail. 


The men drove up in an automobile 


just as twenty bags of mail were being" 
loaded into a truck to be taken to the 
postoffice.

men drove away, having previously 
turned in a fire alarm to distract atten- 
tion of police. The machine was found 
later near Newark Bay and police found 
footprints leading from the car to a 
dock. It is believed they escaped in a 
motorboat.

JUNE IS INTERESTING 


Washington. April

nocko, a comet tli.it will probably Kive 
tho earth a bhotter ot inotoors on June 
20 when ius path will come very near 
tli.it of the earth, has been located on 
photographic plates exposed 
through 
large telescopes at the Ywkes Observ- 
atory at Williams Hay, Wis., according 
to information received at the naval ob- 
servatory here. 


This comet has been "captured" by 


the most massive planet, Jupiter, and 
is one of its 
family 
of 
19 periodic 


comets. 
Every 5.8 years Pons Win- 


necke has been coming near the, earth, 
but the approach that it is just begin- 
ning is one of Ole closest yet. 


This comet is named after its two 


dlsioverers, Pons and 
Winnccke. On 


January 12, 1819, Pons located it and 
assigned it a short period, but during 
the next six returns it was not located. 
Winnecke then rediscovered it in 1858 
on March 8. Three of its ten returns 
since then have been missed. 


Astronomers have not yet been able 
to tell whether or not tho comet will be 
visible to the naked eye during this re- 
turn

New York, April 29.—Okl second hand 


war material dumped into Greece after 
the armistice upon 
which 
profiteers 


made a fortune is the cause of the re- 
verses lately suffered 
by the 
Greek 


army in Asia Minor, according- to Dr. 
Barton W. Brush, of Elmhurst, L. I., 
who has just returned from service be- 
hind the Greek front with the Nea* 
East Relief. 


"All the left-over war supplies for 


which the European countries had no 
further use after 1918 seem to have been 
sold to the Greeks in the past three 


years, and that is all the Greek army 
has to fight with," Dr. Brush declared. 


"In the past three years vast fortunes 


have been made In Greece out of army 
supplies, and now the Greek soldiers 
aro paying for it. 
Then* are no hos- 


pitals, no hosptial equipment, no am- 
bulance.-; worth 
the name, and the 


wounded have little chance except for 
such care as the American Near Eabt 
Relief can give them."

people were wildly enthusiastic about 
the war, and eager to drive the Turks 
out of Smyrna, for good.

Scientists Will Attempt Tc 


Scale Ml. Everest, Hinia 
layan Peak Which Has 
Never Been Closely Ap- 
proached. 


Washington, April 29.— Geographers 


are agog over the forthcoming attempt 
to scale Mount Everest, the world's 
highest mountain. 
At last the veil of 


mystery that has surrounded this Him- 
alayan peak is to be lifted. There is 
no greater parardox in the history of 
Keographical exploration than the "fact 
that this giant mountain, though visible 
from points in British India, has never 
been closely approached by a European. 
much less climbed. 
The country for 


forty or fifty miles around it is quite 
unknown. 
A bulky treatise mierht be 


written on the sulPect "What We Don't 
Know About .Mount Everest." 


Of course the hott of niountainers 


who have done so much splendid work 
elsewhere in the Himalaxa have often 
turned a wishful eye in the direction of 
Everest. 
Auain and a'rain plans have 


been made to c'.imb this mountain, but 
political difficulties lia\e alw.u-s stood 
in the way. The mount tin s; imls on 
the frontier 1-ctween Tilvt and Xo'ial:

European visitors.

An interesting: point to be settled in 


connection with the ascent is whether 
mountaineers can live and climb at an 
altitude higher than that of any moun- 
tain hitherto ascended. 
According to 


the latest figures, the summit of Mount 
lOveiest is I'!).HO feet above sea-level. 
At that altitude the density of the air 
is about one-third its density at sea- 
level. 
Aviators and balloonists have 


risen considerably higher, but only by 
tarrying a supply of oxygen along with 
them. "Mountain sickness is so erratic 
in its effects that it is impossible to 
predict how it will affect any particu- 
lar climber. The expedition of the Duke 
of Abruzzi ascended another Himalayan 
mountain, Bride Peak, in 1909, to an 
altitude of 24.800 feet, and accomplished 
the even more remarkable feat of spend- 
ing three weeks above an altitude of 21.- 
(100 feet. 
These achievements encour- 


age the belief that the climbing of Ever- 
est is not a physiological impossibility. 


The use of aeroplanes in connection 


with the coming expedition has been 
suggested, but the British authorities 
say'that, though there are many places 
on the lofty Tibetan plains—the "roof 
of the world"-where planes might land, 
the rirefied air would make it impossi- 
ble for any existing type of engine to 
rise again from the ground.

Pierre. S. D.. April 29.—Charles E. 


Burke, recently appointed commissioner 
of Indian affairs in the department ol 
the interior, is perhaps the best friend 
of the American Indian today and knows 
the wants and needs of this disappear- 
ing race better than any one President 
Harding could have selected. 


He is a personal friend to the 25,000 


Sioux living on South Dakota reserva- 
tions from whom mention of his name 
will brinjr forth words of praise for the 
benefits they have received through his 
efforts uuring the 14 years he was a 
member of the national house of repre- 
sentatives from this state. 


Mr. Burke was born on a farm in 


New York state in 1861 and acquired his 
meager early education in the rural 
schools of the neighborhood. 
Upon at- 


taining his majority he started west. 
His funds took him as far as Moorhead, 
Minnesota, where he found work as car- 
penter during a building boom. 


At'ler renewing his finances he joined 


a former Xew York friend in a mer- 
chantilo venture at Broadland. South 
IXikota.. at the s,ime time filing upon 
n homestead. .\ year later he moved to 
Blunt, South Dakota, where he engaged 
in (ho i oal estate business and while not 
negotiating property transfers devoted 
his time to the study of law.

During the fi2nd and 63rd congresses, 
he w.is ranking minority member of this 
committee. 
He was a member of the 


iomt Indian commission during the 63rd 
congress, which had full .Investigating 
powers of all general Indian affairs. At 
the same time he was a member of the 
special commission which investigated 
the Yakima Indian reservation irriga- 
tion project of Washington and the New 
Mexico Indian tubercular sanitarium. 


James R. Mann, of Illinois, speaking 


of Mr. Burke's record, while a member 
of the national assembly said: 


lie is one of the men who had the 


most intimate knowledge of the intri- 
cacies of Indian affairs. He has saved 
the government and to the Indian, many 
millions of dollars, and we could will 
afford, so far as money consideration 
are concerned to pay him a pension for 
life in order that he might give his 
knowledge and his sound judgment of 
Indian affairs.

HAWAIIAN RACE 


BEING REBORN 


New York Man, After Inves- 


tigation Declares Race Is 
Reinvigorated By Infus- 
ion of Alien Blood. 


Honolulu, T. -H. — The 
Hawaiian 
race, 
which 
with 
the 
Polynesians 


in general, has been regarded as a dying 
people. Is being re-born and re-invigor- 
ated by infusions of alien blood accord- 
ing to statistics just compiled by Ixmis 
K. Sullivan of the NPW York Museum 
of natural history, now attached to the 
Bishop in Honolulu. 


Mr. Sullivan has just completed anal- 
ysis of 14,069 marriages in the islands, 
selected at random, and his findings in 
some cases have been surprises to sci- 
ence. 


According to the tables, more Amer- 
ican mon in thp territory marry women 
of blood foreign to their own then 
marry American or British women.'The 
Japanese are not, as has been supposed, 
the moKt prolific race in the islands, 
but are surpassed in this regard, by 
Portuguese, Port -Ricans, part-Hawa- 
iians and Spanish. Of American women 
more than one in every six living in 
the islands marry Hawaiians, part-Ha- 
waiians and others of blood strange to 
their ancestry. Of all the racial groups 
the Korean women represent the 
nly 


one which refuses to mix blood, not a 
single case of a Korean woman marry- 
ing a man other than a Korean having 
bee discovered. 


As a whole, the tables indicate, the 


part-Hawaiian group has a tendency to 
c nsohdate. rather than scatter, since of 
Caucasian-Hawaiian males who marry, 
32.7 per cent marry back into the full- 
blooded Hawaiian strain while only 13.8 
per cent take white wives and the re- 
mainder, either inbreed among their 
own kind or marry at large. Of Asiatic- 
Hawaiian males, 46.4 per cent marry 
back into the Hawaiian strain, only 4.3 
into the Asiatic strain and a negligible 
proportion inti the Caucasian strain. 


The result, so far as the Haiwaiian 


race is concerned is said to be a racial 
group, found to a high degree, still 
abnormally susceptible to civilization's 
diseases, but with much higher resis- 
tant powers than the old Hawaiian 
stock and visibly adding to its numbers. 


While the women of Korea lead all 


other males and females in the islands 
in marrying 
within their 
wn race, 


there are other groups which are a close 
second in this respect 
Only 0.3 of one 


per cent of Japanese women contract 
out-marriagos, or unions with men of 
other races, while 0.7 of 
ne per cent 


of Japanese men so pick their mates. 
The perecentage for the Chinese is C 
per cent for the womon and 41 5 for the 
men; 
Americans. 17.9 for thp women and 


51.7 for tho mon: Portuguese 32.3 wom- 
en. 13.0 men; Hawaiian, 40.5 women, 
19.5 men. 


The pure Hawaiian death rate is the 


highest in the islands. 13.48 per thou- 
sand annually, alth ugh the pure Ha- 
waiian birth rate is nearly twice as high 
ns American, British and other white. 
Scientists recognized that susceptibility 
to diseases of civilization is responsible 
for the disappearance of the pure Ha- 
waiian race, but the figures iust made, 
public by Mr. Sullivan are the first to 
phow that inter-marriage is rebuilding 
the old race into a stronger, more hardy 
people.

Profit Computing Meth- 
ods and Other Business 
Helps Wjll Be Studied. 


Columbus, April 29. — The establish- 


ment of a bureau of business research 
HS an adjunct of the college oC commerce 
and journalism, is proposed by trustees 
of the college, to make the university of 
more service to the business men of the 
state. 


"By furnishing 
approved cost 
ac- 


counting systems, the best methods of 
computing profits, and detailed studies 
of market conditions, we could aid the 
business men a great dual during periods 
of industrial depression like the pres- 
ent," said Dean James E. Hagerty. 


if the Fonts bill passes the legislature, 


it will mean an increase in building ap- 
propriations for the university, with a 
probable new building for the college 
of commerce and journalism. In that 
event .the establishment of the proposed 
bureau would be a certainty. 


Such a bureau exists at Harvard uni- 


versity, and it makes detailed studies 
of business conditions throughout the 
United States. 
Dean Hagerty pointed 


out. 
Business men pay institutes oper- 
ating for profit, for knowledge that the 
University could give free, if it had the 
facilities, he declared. 


The work of the proposed bureau 


would be chiefly a study of Ohio con- 
ditions, with attention given other states 
iiibofar as they affect Ohio. 
Material j 


not now available to the avenge business 
man would be tabulated and furnished 
him. 
Conferences both at the Univer- 


sity and elsewhere would be held for 
the benefit of the business men. 


Co-operation with chamber of com- 
merce over the state, and the merchants, 
retailers and business associations would 
be an aim of the bureau, it was said.

acres of land each, near the Pollgh- 
Hu.ssian frontier a.s outlined by the Riga 
peace treaty.

Polish forces are being- provided with 
tracts along Poland's eastern boundary, 
under a system worked out by the gov- 
ernment, provided they take up culti- 
vation of the land upon leaving the mili- 
tary service. 
By this plan, Poland 


hopes to have trained men settled per- 
manently where they would be handy 
for service in case the country is ever 
attacked again from the east.
